Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: the disclosure comprises seven figures with five different embodiments 
as follows: 

Embodiment I: Figure 1 and Figure 6, respectively, are drawn to a remote control 
device that receives test signals from several speakers and sends an adjustment command to the 
main surround sound unit. 

Embodiment IL Figure 2 and Figure 3, respectively, are drawn to a process for 
generating a test signal, adjusting a level parameter, a time parameter, and a 2frequency 
parameter. 

Embodiment HI: Figure 4 is drawn to a process of generating a test signal, adjusting 
a level parameter, a time parameter, a fi-equency level parameter, a fi"equency center parameter, 
and a fi"equency bandwidth parameter. 

Embodiment IV: Figure 5 is drawn to a process of generating a test signal, adjusting 
a level parameter, a time parameter, a frequency level parameter, a fi-equency center parameter, 
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and a frequency bandwidth parameter; a tint parameter, a color parameter, a brightness 
parameter, a white level parameter and a contrast parameter. 

Embodiment V: Figure 7 is drawn to a remote control device that receives test 
signals from several speakers and sends an adjustment command to the main surround sound 
unit; and receives test signals from a display device and sends adjustment commands to the 
display device. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
